The cardinal fact to be borne in.mind is that 
there has ceased to be anything penal in attack- 
ing religion itself, and that the one thing which 
cannot be done with impunity is to outrage re- 
spectability.. To defendrespectability, thercfore, 
and not to 
the law in future. Without palliating for a_ma- 
ment the atrociously’ bad taste of the abuse 
levelled -by Bradlaugh,. Foote, Ramscy, and 
Co, against Christianity and reveal Teli. | 
gion af every kind, let us: not forget this.
